on the attempt to assassinate Myron 
T. Herrick, the American ambassador 
the Petit Parisien stated today. 


Following the woman's arrest her

The police refused to reveal1 the 


contents of the papers. So far, how- 
ever, no arrests have been made on 
the direct charge of attempting to 
murder the American diplomat. The

Jiaunts of communists and anarchists 
and many well known Reds have 
been questioned. Practically all the 
Communists contend the bomb out- 
rage at the residence of Ambassador 
Herrick was the work of an individual 
and not part of the general European 
terrorists plot to frighten American 
diplomats into demanding that their 
government release the two Italians 
whose convictions on a murder charge 
brot about all the agitations— Nicoolo 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti.

same type that had been sent to Am- 
bassador Herick earlier in the week, 
in.., the.. opinion of explosives experts.

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Post-War Militarism 


T 


HE estimate of the armed forces maintained by 14 powers 


which appeared in an Associated Press^dispatch Monday 


offers an interesting commentary on the "war to end war." The 
diplomatic sharks were most vociferous during the war in assur- 
ing everybody that when the Central Powers were vanquished 
the-victors would be able to throw aside most of their arms and 
reduce their armies to a force necessary for police purposes. 


However, a post-war survey of armies reveals nations 


ready to wage another "war to end war." The following esti- 
--mate of the men under arms is illuminating: China, 1,370,000; 
France, 1,034,000; British Empire, 740,500; Germany, 100,000; 
United States, 149,000; Italy, 350,000; Japan, 300,000; Russia, 
:'538,000; Poland, 450,000; Greece, 250,000; Spain, 253,000; 
: Switzerland, 170,000; Turkey, 152,000; Czechs-Slovakia, 150,- 


000. 


The total number under arms is over six millions. But this 


does not exhaust the estimate. France has a reserve force that 
is ready for service numbering 4,270,000; Italy, 4,627,000; 
Japan, 1,845,000, making a total of 10,742,000 available for 
service when called. In addition to this is the fact that uni- 
versal military service in one form or another is law in Japan, 
Italy, France, Greece, Czecho-Slpvakia, Poland, Switzerland 
and Spain, while the British colonies of South Africa, New Zea- 
land and Australia have similar laws. 


Both Russia and Switzerland are forced to maintain their

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Newspapers A Product Of Democracy 


rA TTENTION is herewith called to an article in Friday's issue 
-t\. of this paper by Bruce Bliven, one of the editors of The 
New York Globe, emboyding Mr. Bliven's criticism of an article 
by Alfred H. Lloyd on modern American journalism, con- 
tributed to The American Journal of Sociology. 
Those not 


privileged to read Mr. Lloyd's article in full can obtain a fair! 
resume of it from Mr. Bliven's comment and which we reprinted 
yesterday in full. 


Especially noteworthy is Mr. Bliven's contention that news- 


papers in the United States are no better and no worse than their 
readers, or, as he puts it, they are simply a "reflection of the 
civilization from which they spring." If the truth of this is 
admitted then his deduction follows that "Mr. Lloyd and all 
similar critics are, of course, not making a case against journal- 
ism, but against democracy." 
"* 


Mr. Bliven points out that "In America the greatest social 


experiment in the history of the world is in full swing. It is a 
disagreeable experiment to live thru, but the most useful one 
ever undertaken." 
That newspapers, which have primarily 


become^great commercial enterprises, should reflect this experi- 
ment, unpleasant features and all, must be conceded by every 
fair-minded critic of the American press. 


Perhaps the most interesting portion-of Mr. Lloyd's criti- 


cism, as well as Mr. Bliven's opposing comment is that news- 
papers are run according to the dictation of their advertisers. 
It is doubtless true, altho less so now than a quarter of a century 
ago, that occasional newspapers will forego the publication of a 
legitimate news item at the dictation of an advertiser. But it is 
extremely doubtful if there is any considerable number of real- 
ly influential papers that submit to such dictation. 


As to newspaper "policy" agreeing with tho views of big 


advertisers Mr. Bliven also questions, altho he sayw this is quite 
frequently so, not because the advertiser is powerful enough 
to impose his views, whether or no, on American editors, but 
because both advertiser and editor usually look at social, po- 
litical and economic subjects thru the same eyes. 


The article touches on many questions of interest to those 


whose interest in their newspaper is not limited to finding in it 
something on which to blame everything that goes wrong from 
the gas range at home to the lid of the office desk, but a medium 
of immense importance to the development of a crude but rapid- 
ly growing civilization. 


Fair, constructive criticism is welcomed by every honest, 


capable newspaper editor and news writer. 
Journalism as a 


whole will compare favorably with most of our other demo- 
cratically developed institutions, and this statement may or not 
be considered complimentary, according to the mental bias of 
the individual reader.
